KAPLANATORY NOTES 9 


Except where otherwise specified employment figures contained in this 
Bulletin are based on data obtained from the 1933 Census, the Civilian Register of 1943, 
the Occupation Survey of 1945, Annual Censuses of Factory Production, and returns from 
Governmental Authorities, together with Monthly Pay-roll Tax returns lodged by employers 
(other than Commonwealth Government Authorities, religious and benevolent institutions 
and public hospitals) paying more than £50 per week in wages (£20 per week prior: to 
lst October, 1953). They should be interpreted in the light of the prefatory notes on 
page 1 hereof, 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees", and "Wage Earners" 
used herein are Synonymous with, and relate toy "wage and salary earners" on Pay-rolls 
or "in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinct from numbers of 
employees actually working on a specific date. They include persons employed part-time.

Le The figures relating to employment published in this Bulletin are estimates. 
The Census of June, 1954, may show the need for some revision in the monthly aggregates. 
It is not anticipated, however, that any such revision will affect the trends shown by 
whe figures in Tables 1. to 8. Some revisions will be necessary in the totals and trends 
in employment shown for individual: industries (particularly manu facturing) in Tables 9 
and 10." Tables showing employment in individual classes of factory are not published 
pending review. 

Co Call—ups for short. periods of National Service Training have occurred from tine 
to time since August, 1951, and other variations occur in numbers of personnel in the 
Nervices. These are shown in item 4 below and in Table 4 -page 3 hereof. Relevant 
figures are as follows: -— :

LIT. EMPLOYMENT DY LaRGER PRIVaTe FACTORIES, MAY, 1954. 





By joint arrangement between the Secretary of the Department of Labour and 
National Tervice and the Acting Commonwealth Statistician, a regular monthly survey of 
employment in the larger privately owned factories of New South Wales and Victoria was 
instituted in January, 1952. Practically all private factories with 100 or more 
employees and a large section of those with between 50 and 100 employees were surveyed.. 


The instruction as to employees to be included in the returns was as follows: - 

"The number of: persons employed is to include+all persons on the establishment of the 

* factory who are enga ged in the. factory or_on the-factory. office staff, .provided. their. 
‘employment is directl related to manufacture", and further"..... the numbers of males 
and females (separately) employed.in the -specified factory -or-mill..--These figures: are-™ 
to include factory office staff, but are to exclude selling and distribution staff." 
The figures obtained relate to the numbers on the pay—roll as atthe last pay—day in the 
month. 






The survey was instituted to provide an earlier indication of trend of private 
factory employment, month by month, then is available from any other source, and in fact 
the trends shorn in employment in these larger private factories are broadly consonant 
with those shown in estimates of total private factory employment, derived from Pay-roll 
Tax Returns, for the periods for which comparisons are available. 


Figures published in’ Bulletins prior to March, 1953 related to 618 factories 
in New South Wales and 778 in Victoria. The survey hag since been extended to other 
States and the movement of employment in 1055 factories in Queensland, South Australia 
and Western Australia is available from January, 1953 onwards. Approximately half of the 
’ total private factory employment in each State is covered by the collection. 


kmployment in food-processing factories is subject to considerable seasonal 

Yvariation, In view of this circumstance, the movements in "all factories excluding 

food factories!!.are given equal prominence-in- the tables with those in “all factories 
surveyed",
